been noted frequently. Legumes 
enrich the soil in nitrogen which 
is decidedly beneficial to the 
growth of the grass. There are 
few cases ; if any, where it is 
advisable to sow grass alone. 
Kentucky blue grass is filer 
sown alone for lawn purposes, 
and brome grass is frequently 
sown alone for pasture purposes 
The addition of a little White 
Dutch clover would help the 
former considerably and a little 
alfalfa added to the latter 
would be very beneficial.
